Low-cost he 


services outlined

In a world of surging medical 
costs and_ escalating health 
insurance premiums, the Student 
Health Center provides both 
mental -health and medical 
services to all SAC students for 
only a $3.50 fee per semester. 

The center is nearing its third 
birthday, having been in 
operation only since September, 
1973. - Prior to then, health 
services consisted of a single 
nurse. According to Ara 
Boranian, associate dean of 
Support Services, she was legally 
restricted like a high school 
nurse, unable to supply much 
treatment. 

Mary Carbone, R.N., is the 
full-time nurse coordinator. With 
the exception of one additional 
nurse hired last year, she has had 
the same staff since the center 
opened. It breaks down into one 
full-time clerk doctor, two 
part-time clerks, two full-time 
registered nurses, one full-time 
registered nurse coordinator, 
four psychiatrists and four 
doctors. 

‘We are managing okay, but 
we have a very heavy schedule,” 
said Carbone. There has been 65 
percent increase in the number 
of patients seen in the last year 
and a half. 

A total of 6,909 students 
(duplicated) used the health 
services in the 1974-75 school 
year with day and evening usage 
nearly equal. Boranian said that 
this year the total is anticipated 
to be near 10,000 student 
contacts (duplicated). 

The health center is funded 
by a mandatory fee and is 


a 


strictly for students. No faculty 
or employees of the college, 
unless enrolled in classes, may 
use the facility except for 
emergencies. 

For the small cost of 22 cents 
per semester, each student is 
covered by a $10,000 accident 
insurance policy. This coverage 
is for students who suffer from 
injuries while in attendance on 
campus or at any other 
college-related activity which has 
been scheduled on the master 
calendar. 

“Good treatment by the 
doctors has cut down on the 
number of students having to go 
to emergency,” said Boranian. 
“This has kept our insurance 
premium down.” 

The remainder of the health 
fee goes for the funding of the 
center, which spent nearly 
$110,000 this year. All unused 
funds must be forwarded to the 
next year’s budget and cannot 
be used for any services other 
than health. 

“We have no_ narcotics,” 
Carbone heavily emphasized. 
The only drugs in the center are 
antibiotics, antihistamines and 
those used to treat bladder 
infection. X-ray, prescriptions 
and laboratory work is referred 
out to competent facilities. 

This year the state. has 
allowed colleges to continue 
health services in the summer. 
The Student Health Center will 
be open from 8:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. and from 6 to 10 
p.m., Monday through Friday. A 
physician, registered nurse and 
psychiatrist will be available at 
these times.

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Curriculum committee may alter

subjects required for A.A. degree

SAC’s curriculum committee 
will submit to the Board of 
Trustees on April 26 a plan to 
overhaul the basic subjects 
required for the A.A. degree by 
changing the requirements in 


order to emphasize basic skills , 


necessary for employment and 


lifelong use. 
Under the pre ‘ed plan, 
students must siww their 


competency in reading, writing, 
basic math and survival skills by 
passing examinations in these 
areas. A.A. candidates would 
also have to show proficiency in 
one physical activity that can be 
useful for most of their adult 
lives. 

Students transferring to a 
four-year college and desiring an 
A.A. degree along with their 
general education certificate will 
not be — seriously 
Colleges pay little attention to 
the A.A. degree and are more 
concerned with the completion 
of courses required for transfer, 
according to Dr. Richard Sneed, 
curriculum committee chairman. 

Proficiency tests in reading 
and math and the _ physical 
education skill may be 
implemented in ‘76-'77 if the 
board approves the plan. The 
writing exam may not be 
completed since the test will

take longer to standardize. 
According to the curriculum 


committee plan, the = survival 
skills include knowing study 
techniques and dealing with 
local and = state government, 


banks, police, credit licenses and 
the IRS. A class will be designed 
to master these skills for the 
student who does not pass the 
initial test. Neither the test nor 
the class will be implemented 
during the ‘76-'77 school year. 

The physical activity skill 
will be flexible. Recommended 
courses will be listed in the 
catalogue but the student need

not feel limited to these 
recommendations. “If a student 
is proficient in jai-alai and can 
find a place to show his 
proficiency, he can pass this 
requirement,” stated Sneed. 

Presently, students are 
required to take an English class 
and waive a reading or basic 
math class if they score 
satisfactorily on the SAC 
placement test. If not, A.A. 
candidates are required to take 
courses to eliminate these 
deficiencies but need not take 
second tests. 

Under the proposed system, 
students must pass proficiency 
tests in order to complete the 
basic skills portion of the 
requirement for the degree. 

Health Education, Guidance 
110 and three units of P.E. 
which are now required will no 
longer be needed for the degree. 

One advantage of the new 
plan, according to Sneed, is that 
the degree is a validation that 
students know the basic skills: 
reading, writing, and basic math, 
which are needed for 
employment. 

Sneed also cited student 
dissatisfaction over taking 
unnecessary classes as another 
reason for the modernization. 
“Students should be given credit 
for what they already know,” 
Sneed explained. 


Speech team takes Sth place 
out of 75 in national tournament 


A small SAC speech team placed fifth in the 
National Intercollegiate Tournament in Chicago. 
During the three previous years, they have 
placed fourth, first and fifth. This year’s contest 


involved 75 community colleges. 


“I’m very pleased. Everyone won at least one 
plaque,” said Ken Turknette, speech director. 
“This year’s fifth was an improvement over last 


year’s, in a way.” 


The team last year had 14 members, five more 
than this year’s squad. Due to the expense of the 
trip, each member had to compete in three events 
to keep the size of the squad down. Some 
members who were proficient in one event could 
not be taken because they had little experience in 


other areas. 


Doug Edwards led the team by getting 22% of 
the team’s 115 points. He won a first-place gold 
plaque in impromptu speaking, a silver plaque in 


extemporaneous speaking and a bronze plaque in 
Lincoln-Douglas debates. 

To get points, members first compete in three 
preliminary rounds. Judges’ choices then go on to 
one round of semifinals, 
advance to the finals.

Hal Lentz, ASB president, came back from 
Easter vacation to an empty desk since ASSAC 
officers voted down two measures and stopped 
them from reaching the president. 

SB X11-16 concerned lowering the grade point 
average and credit load for presidential candidates. 

However, Tom. Kirkness, ASSAC senator 
questioned whether or not there would be a 
majority of students affected by the new bill and 
voted against it. His action was all that was 
necessary since only 2/3 of the senators were 
present at the meeting and a unanimous approval 
would have been necessary for the bill to have 
gone to the president. 

If the bill had been approved by the senate and 
Lentz, it would have been placed on the ballot in 
the May general election since it called for a 
constitutional change. 

SB-15, also defeated, was to have established a 
student government award, recognizing ASSAC 
officers who have served in student government 
for one or more semesters. 

The bill was discarded since many senators felt 
the proposed legislation was not necessary.

AA. change needed 
for relevant curriculum 


The SAC curriculum committee’s new proposal to emphasize 
basic skills for an AA degree represents one of the most significant 
curriculum changes at SAC ever. 

el DON heartily endorses this plan for it will benefit an 
important portion of the student body, the vocational students. 

One purpose of community colleges is to prepare students for 
employment. The new requirements for the AA degree help 
guarantee this preparation by shifting the focus of the degree to 
areas -- reading, writing, simple computation, basic survival skills -- 
desirable for employment. 

The new requirements will place emphasis on basic skills rather 
than the completion of specific courses. Colleges have often been 
criticized because degrees are given for student attendance and 
completion of courses without specific skill. 

Through specific examinations, the prospective employee will 
know he has the knowledge necessary to compete in the job market. 
Presently, students take basic courses in reading, writing and 
computation if they do not score high enough on the SAC 
placement tests.. However, this is no guarantee that the student has a 
sufficient foundation in these areas. Proficiency exams will measure 
the students capability in these basic skills. This strengthening of the 
AA degree will assure the employer that the student graduate can 
function on the job. 


Not only will the AA degree be strengthened vocationally, but it 
will also be more relevant. Survival skills knowledge, the new 
requirement for the degree will help the student better understand 
government, banks, police, credit, and other aspects of the society 
with which he will be confronted. Thus, the student will be better 
equipped to live in our world. 

el DON supports the curriculum committee’s proposal to make 
the AA degree more relevant for SAC vocational students and urges 
the Board of Trustees to approve the committee’s outline for 
changing requirements for the AA degree.

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Trustees set sights for the 


future of ‘Russell’ telescope

The old refractor telescope, sitting unused on 
the Russell Hall roof, may become operational 
after Community Services presents a report on the 
instrument to the Board of Trustees, April 26. 

This meeting should resolve the dormancy of 
the white elephant telescope installed ten years 
ago. After years of use and misuse, the scope has 
been inoperative for a period of two years. 

Many students have asked why the telescope 
has not been operational for such a great length of 
time. . 

The answer involves the air conditioning unit 
which cooled off the use of the apparatus. The 
position of the unit is adjacent to the telescope. 
The cooler’s vibrations produce a jiggling image in 
the lens. 

One solution to this problem was 
shock-absorbing supports, but = preliminary 
investigations found it too expensive. Another 
suggestion was to turn off the air conditioning but 
this would ruin certain chemical and _ biological 
materials located on the floors below. 

From lack of use, the telescope is in need of 
many repairs. Malfunctioning dome runners, 
warped siter scope wires, cracked eyepieces and 
other defects need to be corrected. 

Even if repairs are made, is the cost justified? 

According to Steve Eastmond, Planetarium 
director and astronomy instructor, the answer is 
yes. ‘‘The people who lose out are the day class 


students.’’ Observations of the sun and other 
bright planets are also useful in astronomical 


studies, Eastmond explained.

‘Big Brother’ speaks 
with subliminal voice 


As the Watergate saga mushroomed through 
the media summer of 1973 telling tales of all the 
ugly buglies of electronic surveillance, a curious 
bumper sticker popped up. 

It read, ‘1984 came early.” 

The slogan took on a paradoxical hue as 
network television brought the Senate Watergate 
Committee hearings into America’s sitting room. 

George Orwell's scenario in Nineteen 
Eighty-Four had the video monitors aimed at 
ordinary citizens; hence the famous phrase, ‘’Big 
Brother is watching you.” 

But in 1973 the TV cameras were in the Senate 
Caucus Room. It was Orwell in reverse -- “Big 
Brother” was watching them. 

Orwell's book predates the emergence of TV as 
a powerful social force, and his view of video's role 
in a fictitious 20th century totalitarian state seems 
slightly off target. 

Despite security scanners in banks and 7-11 
stores, we are far from allowing the eye of the 
state into our homes. 

However, recent research published in the April 
issue of Psychology Today indicates that TV as it 
presently exists could contribute to the rise of an 
increasingly repressive, if not quite totalitarian, 
government. 

Two members of the Annenberg School of 
Communications faculty, Dr. George Gerbner and 
Dr. Larry Gross, studied the content of prime time 
TV and conducted a viewer survey to determine its 
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Another problem with the device is its 
location. The Board will consider moving the 
telescope to another building on campus. 

Further investigations will be necessary to 
decide if another building is strong enough to 
support the scope and the building enclosure. 

If a building with adequate support exists, the 
cost would involve assembling another observatory 
and repairing the instrument. Much of the present 
observatory could be used for this alternative. 

The telescope could be transferred off-campus. 
This would seem the best choice. 

Currently, two local astronomy groups are 
interested in sharing the refractor at an off-campus 
location. 

One group, Orange County Amateur 
Astronomers (OCAA), has made such a proposal. 
The OCAA site is located on the grounds of 
Siverado School on Santiago Canyon Road. From 
this spot the sky can be viewed without the glare 
of city lights. This location has one drawback. It is 
a 30-minute drive from SAC. 

Another interested party is Cal State Fullerton. 
The site they have offered is in the Modjeska area. 
It has the same advantage offered by the OCCA 
group but is a 45-minute drive. 

Both OCCA and CSUF have indicated they will 
provide the funds and labor required to repair and 
relocate the scope. In addition, each group would 
provide the necessary security against vandals. 

The final decision of the telescope’s future 
rests with the Board. Hopefully, they will see a 
close off-campus location as the best solution 
offered allowing for complete utilization of the 
instrument.

effects on the human psyche. 

Shunning the familiar approach of trying to 
link video violence with violent behavior, they 
examined the impact of the tube on underlying 
social attitudes and assumptions. 

They found that heavy viewers (four hours a 
day) often acquire a distorted picture of reality. In 
particular, they tend to see the world as being 
more dangerous than it really is and to mistrust 
their fellow man more than necessary. 

The authors assert that this fear, mistrust and 
insecurity bred by TV violence, ‘’. . . may lead to 
increasing demands for protection, and to 
increasing pressure for the use of force by 
established authority.” 

They say that TV fits the historical role of 
previous cultural media by defining social rules 
and showing the consequences of breaking them, 
thus underlining the legitimacy of existing 
authority. 

The bottom line has a slightly Orwellian ring. 
“Instead of threatening the social order,”’ the 
researchers wrote, ‘television may have become 
our chief instrument of social control.”’ 

So! “Big Brother’”’ may not be watching you, 
but he is speaking to you on a hidden, subliminal 
level. 

Next time you turn on the tube, watch for 
these undercurrents. They are there, and spotting 
them could surely liven up another dull episode of 
The Rookies.

SAC, Santa Ana and Orange County have lost a great man—the 
legendary Bill Cook. 

Cook, who coached Don football teams for 25 years beginning in 
1927, died from a massive heart attack at the age of 71 last March 
31 in his Laguna Beach residence. 

Cook was a classic example of the All-American football coach. 


He made the gridiron sport on the communtiy college level reach a 
height of respectability. He captured a dozen _ conference 
championships, including two national titles. 

Born to the name Andrew Jackson, Cook received the 
pseudonym “Bill’’ at a young age becaused he bristled, shivered and 
disliked his natal name. He did, however, love the game, the players, 
the. fans.

Engman was 
SAC's basketball coach in 1954 and assistant football coach the 
same year. 

To Lester McKnight, physical education coordinator for the 
Santa Ana Unified-SehootDistrict-4the same post Cook held at one 
time), the legendary man was his “best friend. | knew him aall my 
life and he was an outstanding man, teacher, person.” 

McKnight was also Cook’s fishing and hunting partner and was at 
the scene when the coach suffered his first heart attack eight years 
ago in Montana on a fishing trip. 

“He had pains in the chest and it started to get worse,” said 
McKnight. So we threw a mattress on the back of our pick-up and 
took off over the hills. First we drove 28 minutes to a hospital where 
they didn’t have an extensive care unit. Then we drove for another 
48 riinutes or so for 52:miles. He was put o rdiac machine and 
the doctors started proper procedures to help recover.

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‘Barb’our to dispense 
sardonic wit at SAC

“The things that I'll be talking about will be news, TV, films, 
society, politics -- it’s all interwoven.” 

The voice on the phone was John Barbour, a former stand-up 
comic who is now KNBC-TV’s critic at large. 

Speaking from Channel Four’s Burbank studio just before his 
evening broadcast, Barbour made the comment to summarize his 
topics for a Phillips Hall appearance next Thursday noon as the 
keynote speaker for Journalism Day at SAC. 

He had no formal title for his speech, which will be free and open 
to the public, but as he outlined his job and his personal views of the 
‘ world and the arts, it became clear that he will present an amusing 
and provocative talk. 

In two-minute segments on the six o’clock news every second 
night, Barbour reviews films, TV, books, theater and whatever else 
he comes across. 

When asked about his criteria for judging a work, Barbour 
explained, ‘I don’t look at a film with my eyes and | don’t listen to 
a film with my ears. 

“1 do everything by the seat of my pants. If the seat of my pants 
don't move, that means it’s good. If | start getting fidgety | know 
there’s something wrong.” 

The critic said that he takes no notes during a performance, 
relying instead on lasting impressions. “‘If it doesn’t register in the 
gut,” he said, ‘it won’t stay in the head.” 

Naming four criteria for a good critical review (1. interesting, 2. 
entertaining, 3. informative, 4. honest) the broadcaster aimed a 
classic Barbour barb at LA Times film critic Charles Champlin, 
calling him “‘the humorless Will Rogers of criticism . . . He never met 
a film he didn’t like.” 

To show the pressures of his profession, Barbour mentioned an 
irate call he got from Paramount complaining that he had no right to 
pan The Godfather, Part I, which most critics liked. 

“Going to see Godfather I1,"’ he said sardonically, “is like going 
to see Frank Sinatra and, instead, seeing Frank Sinatra Jr.” 


He responded to Paramount by mailing them a note about how 
the Nixon campaign spent millions in 1972 and carried every state 
but Massachusetts. He signed it ‘’Sincerely, Massachusetts.” 

Surprisingly, Barbour is not under contract to NBC. “They'll 
sleep with me,” he quipped, “but they won’t marry me; so | just

Starting at 12 noon in Phillips Hall, 
KNBC’s John Barbour will speak and 
hold a question-and-answer session on the 
art of reviewing. This will be followed by 
a variety of seminars. 

The workshops consist of five 
communications representatives who will 
speak between 1:30-2:15 p.m. and again 
between 2:20-3:05 p.m.

SAC offers a wide selection of classes 


for the journalism major which prepares 
the student for a wide variety of jobs in 
the 


communications. field, such as 
newspaper or magazine reporting, public 
relations, advertising and radio and 
television writing and production. 

Some’ of the class requirements 
involved are: Communications 100, an 
interesting survey of the history of the 
mass media from newspapers to film. 
Journalism 121, a beginning writing 
course designed specifically for the news 


writer. Journalism 222, where the 
advanced student adds to his proficiency 
in news and feature writing, while 
learning other techniques such as the 
public relations release and editorial. 


Journalism 122, a class teaching the 
student the skills of editing, copyreading 
and newspaper layout. And Journalism
